Memorandum for examiners of research degrees in Philosophy 


1s The Board of the Faculty of Literae Humaniores wishes to make clear 
to examiners in connection with the oral examination of candidates for 
the M.Litt. or D.Phil. in Philosophy that they are free to take the 
following action if it seems appropriate: 


(a) There may be occasions on which examiners would like to 
clarify certain points before the viva, in order to avert 
misunderstanding and to avoid waste of time at the viva. 
In such cases there is no objection to their addressing 
a joint letter to the candidate. 


(b) There may be occasions on which it becomes clear to the 
examiners in the course of a viva that they would like an 
Opportunity to resume discussion with the candidate after 
an interval, perhaps of a few days. In such circumstances 
they may conduct such a second viva - or (to put it otherwise) 
continue uw viva after an interval of days - without giving 
public notice of the date and time of the continuation unless 


this can conveniently be done. 


If, after considering the examiners' report, the board decides to 
reject or refer back a thesis, the candidate is informed by the University 
Offices that any subsequent correspondence must be conducted through the 
supervisor and not by direct communication with the examiners. 


2. The length of the thesis must not exceed 50,000 words (M.Litt.) or 
73,000 words (D.Phil.), exclusive of bibliographical references. The 
attention of candidates is however drawn to the fact that many successful 
theses are considerably shorter than the maximum (some, compactly and 
well argued and meeting the requirement in the next paragraph, totalling 
as little as 45,000 words for the D.Phil.). 


The Literae Humaniores Board, in clarification of the requirements 
of Ch.VI, Sect.VIII, 85, cll.8(ii) and (iv) of the Examination Decrees 
(the requirements of which are stated in (ii) and (iv) on the report 
form), asks all examiners for the D.Phil. in Philosophy to ensure that 
the thesis contains material at least sufficient for its author to work 
up into two articles (together amounting to around 15,000 - 20,000 words) 
or alternatively a short book or monograph, which the examiners would wish 
to see published on grounds of original philosophical or scholarly interest. 


Examiners are asked to bear in mind that their judgment of the 
substantial significance of the work should be based on what may reasonably 
be expected of a capable and diligent graduate student after three years 


of full time study.

REGULATIONS OF THE GENERAL

1. The oral examination shall be held at Oxford in a suitable university or 
college building, unless the Proctors give special permission for it to be 
held at some other place. It shall, except in special circumstances, 
begin not earlier than 9.00 a.m. nor later than 5.00 p.m. and may be 
held in term or vacation. 


2. Notice of the examination shall be given in one of the following ways: 


(a) it may be published in the University Gazette* not later than the 
day before it is due to take place; 


(b) not later than two days before the examination the examiners may 


(i) inform the Secretary of Faculties (c/o Graduate Studies 
Office) in writing; and 


(ii) post a notice in the Examination Schools; and 


(iii) if the examination is to be held at a place other than the 
Examination Schools, post a notice also at the place of the 
examination. 


The notice shall state the name of the candidate, the subject of the 
thesis, the place, day, and hour of the examination, and the names of the 
examiners. 


If an examination is held without the giving of the notice required by 
this regulation it shall be invalid, unless the Proctors, on receipt of a written 
application from the examiners, shall determine otherwise.
